this person is simply getting 
by—or even less. Whether or 
not he is learning or accomp- 
lishing something is not at ail 
important. This type student 
drives a teacher to distraction. 

Then there is the student who 
‘has the potential to be an all- 
around person, and who is ex- 
tremely interested in a few 
areas of school and life. In 
these specifies endeavors, he 
does quite well. He gains the 
feeling of self-satisfaction which 
comes with the knowledge of 
having done a good job. But, 
he gains this only in the few 
things in which his main inter- 
ests lie. As for many of the 
, daily aspects of school and so- 

= ciety he does not particularly 
enjoy, they might as well not 
exist. He is a miserable failure 
here. A teacher frequently finds 
this type student and thorou 
ly enjoys him, providing he is 

~ interested in the same thing 
that the teacher is. But, sad is 
the case when the situation is 
reversed. 

To be a well-rounded person 
is a goal to aim for in one's 
school life. Students need to set 
their goals high and to aim 
straight, to learn to take the 
knocks with courage and deter- 
mination and to be humble 
when all is going well,
